BIG STORM PROVES 
BOON FOR WESTERN CANADA 


Winnipeg— Last week's evil 
precipitation over practically the 
whole of Western Canada in the 
form of snow so far as a _ large 
part of Alberta is concerned, 
of rains elsewhere has done a 
great deal to change the crop out 
look for the better. It has been 
particularly beneficial to the parts 
of Saskatchewan which suffered 
so severely from drought during 
the past three yearg. 

It must be remembered, how: 
ever, that although good crops 
have been harvested in each of the 
last three years in very 
areas, and more especially in the 
northern parts of the province, 
mainly because rains happened to 
come at favorable times, there 
has been a progressive drying out 
of the country on an enormous 
scale. This has been reflected in 
a low water table in the land, low 
ering the levels of lakes and 
rivers, drying out ponds and 
sloughs, and giving a very dry sub 
soil, 

Western Canada on the whole, 
is an area of comparatively light 
annual rainfall, with crop produc- 
tion made possible by the fact 
that a large part of the annual 
rainfall comes during the growing 
season, and as a rule in June, But 
it also rests on the existence o/ 
reserves of moisture in its dee} 
clay subsoil, and those reserves 
have to a large extent been drawn 
upon in recent years. 

That clay subsoil extends for 
many feet below the top soil 
which varies in depth from a few 
inches to sev: ral feet, and its ab 
sorptive powers are enormouse 
To restore it to its former water 
content would doubtless take sev- 
eral years of more than = averaz 
rainfall, and while that process i:
